DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in Taiwan on 10/20/99. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of 
the Taiwan Patent application as required by 35 U.S. C. 1 19(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371© of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

3. Claims 1 and 3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Chiang. 
Chiang discloses a ratcheting tool comprising a head (1), a handle (2), a catch (3), a push 

button (4), and means for biasing (5).

4. Claims 2 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
